and after beating the foreman and 
breaking the doors and windows of 
the shed occupied by the superintend- 
ent, fought a battle with a wagon- 
load of policemen of the South Chicago

ARCHBISHOP FINDS IT HARD TO. 
DISPOSE OF HIS RACING STABLE. 


{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


PARIS, Feb 20.—In all ages devout 
Catholics have bequeathed legacies of 


cardinals and archbishops, but it is 
safe to say that no prelate was ever 
more thoroughly astounded than the 
Archbishop of Paris when he awoke 


some time ago to find hinself the pos- 
| sessor of a celebrated racing stabie. 


“I beg pardon for intruding,” Mon- 
seigneur Amette's secretary came into 
the archbishop’s study with an air of 
much perturbation one morning, “but 
a lady, the Viscountess de Raineville, 
has just died and has left her fortune 
of several millions to your excel- 
loncy. 

“What is this, my friend? Surely 
there is some mistake,” the archb 
turned abruptly in his chain 1

“That may be,“ secretary ad- 
“but the fact is 


mitted deferéntially, 
that your excellency is the sole heir 
of this legacy which meludes a well- 
mnown racing stud.“ 

“Ah, of course you mean that this 
legacy was left to the church to be 
distributed among the poor under my 
direction.” 

But when: Monseigneur Amette un- 
derstood that the legacy was left to 
him personally and not to the church, 
he refused to accept it. But just after 
his secretary had left the archbishop- 
ric to communicate Monseigneur 
Amette's decision to the executors of 
the will, word came that the court had 
ratified the bequest, so there was noth- 
ing to do but to accept the legacy, in- 
cluding the em item of the 
race horses 

Of course the archbishop immediate- 
ly gave orders for the sale of the stud, 
also of the viscountess’s propérties, 
comprising much real estate, a breed- 
ing farm and a historic chateau at 
Alionville tn Normandy. The legacy 
converted into; cash will be used for 
various charitable organizations. 

If the august and unwilling owner of 
race-track favorites fancied that he 
could wash his hands of proprietary 
kduties so easily, he soon discovered his 
mistake. His man of affairs soon 
came to him With a complication. The 
horses ‘were to be put up at auction 
at a big establishment in t rue de 
Ponthieu. But some crit had 
pointed out to this man of affairs that 
the huctioneer ‘was a Jew. Was this 
a serious enough consideration to war- 
rant the intervention of the arch- 
bishop? It evidently was, for a few 
days later the honor of the 
stud was awarded to a rival establish- 
ment where the sale is to take 
shortly.

In an interesting and extraordinarily 
complete collectioh of ancient Egyp- 
tian amulets which has just. deen 
placed on exhibition in the Brooklyn 
Institute Museum are some works of 
art which would do credit to the most 
skillful of our modern sculptors. When 
it is considered that many of these 
were made as early as 3000 B. C., and 
some of them as far back as 6000 B. 4 
before even Abraham was born —one 
connot but wonder what sort vt civili- 
zation must have existed in those days.

there are tiny bronze figures of Isis. 
Osiris and Horus that are as perfect

LOS ANGELES “RECALL” 
is AN IMPOSITION. 


{From the San Mercury.) 

The recall in Los Angeles is under 
fire. Mayor Harper, it appears, is the 
object of attack, and an election will 
shortly be held to determirie whether 
he shall continue in office. When the 
charges against him were made known 


most serious character and many peo- 
ple in and out of Los Angeles felt 
happy that the recall would be invoked 
and thus have the Mayor removed from 
office. No trouble was experienced by 
the active coterie of recall worshipers 
in having the petitions. signed, and 
that is why so many believed Mayor 
Harper ,to be guilty of everything 
| Sharged against him. The public mind, 
however, has since recovered its equi- 
librium, as a result of which Mayor 
Harper is not now looked upon as the 
bad Mayor he was painted, but sim- 
ply as an honest man who was im- 
posed upon by an unsavory set of of- 
ficials. There is nothing to indicate 
that he is venal or that he been 
guilty of any dishonest act. Indeed 
the impression is fast gaining ground 
that the recallers were not only hasty, 
but prejudiced and selfish, hence the 
reversion of public sentiment from an 
attitude of antagonism to the Mayor 
to one of friendship, at least of sym- 
pathy; and hence, too, the decline of 
comfidence in the recall. An election 
will shortly be held. in which Mayor 
Harper will be a candidate to remain 
in office, and as the leading newspa- 

rs in the city are supporting him it 

not at improbable that he will 


At the-time of the recent amend- 
ment e in this city the Mercury 
supported the recall, but it pointed out 
the possibility of the very a which 
it has apparently fallen into in Los 
Angeles, viz: that of a disappointed 
clique or faction seeking to vent its 
spite against a good official. Neverthe- 
less, the recall is a safeguard which 
every city charter should provide, for 
t good men will but take the interest 
in public affairs which is their duty no 
clique or faction will be found power- 
ful enough to injure a worthy official. 
Mercury, in discussing the pro- 
posed recall for San José. objected to 
the provision which permitted the call- 
ing of an election at the behest of 25 
per cent. of the voters. We suggested 
at 50 per cent., as in almost any 
city a good man may have 25 per cent. 
of the people, for insufficient reasons, 
against him. This seems to be the case 
in Los Angeles, and even if Mayor 
Harper succeeds in spite of his adver- 
saries in retaining his office, the fact 
that 2 per cent. ofthe voters were 
enabled to subject the city to the ex- 
pense of a special election but proves 
that the percentage is too low. Given 
a fair chance, under proper restric- 
tions, the recall cannot fail to serve 
a worthy purpose in the administra- 
tion of our cities; and if Mayor Harper 
is victorious the people of Los An- 
geles will doubtless at once amend it 
so ae to require petitions signed by at 
least one-half of its voters before an 
election can be called to turn any . 
cial out of office.

No COURT FOR FOOLS.

Judge Throws Out Case Against Min- 
ing Promoter Brought Under 

Federal Statutes. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
DENVER (Colo.) March 56.—Judge 
Robert E. Lewis, in the Federal Dis- 
trict Court today, made a _ ruling 
which, according to United States 
Dist.-Atty. Thomas Ward, practically 
nullifies the Federal statutes under 
which all cases of using the malls to 
defraud are prosecuted, so as the 
jurisdiction of Judge Lewis extends. 
The ruling was made in the case of 
J. F. Manning, a mining man of Den- 
ver, who was being tried on the 
charge of using the mails to promote 
a fraudulent mining scheme. The 
case was thrown out of court. 
Judge Lewis, in freeing Manning, 
sald: 

“It is impossible for the govern- 
ment to prosecute all cases where a 
m is exploiting mining property of 
a questionable character. In this 
case the stock was being at 2 
cents a share. The men who bought 
must have known they were not buy- 
ing stock in a producing mine.”

Physician, Once —— in Pitts- 
burgh, Makes Long Battle, but 
Succumbs to Morphine. 

Dr. H. B. F. Pitt, once a wealthy 
and prominent physician of Pitts- 
burgh, died in the Salvation Army 
home, No. 123% South San Pedro 
street, Thursday night from the ef- 

fects of an overdose of morphine. 

The man's story is a pitiful one. His 
struggle against the use of the drug 
for many years and his desperate at- 
tempt to break away and straighten 
up is known to the officials of the Re- 
ceiving and County Hospitals. 

According to the statements of his 
friends he began to use the drug a 
good many years ago. At that time 
he was wealthy, had a good social 
standing in Pittsburgh, ‘was the owner 
of several fine sanitoriums and con- 
ducted a big business in patent medi- 
cines. Hard work and long hours in 
the management of his affairs caused 
a nervous breakdown and he began 
use morphine. His downfall was com- 
plete after that. The drug got its grip 
upon hen. He lost all his business and 
became a bankrupt. He consumed 
more and more of the drug and added 
chloral and cocaine.

NEW RECREATION PIER. 
Structure to Be Built at the 
Foot of Marine Street, Ocean | 
Park. 
OCEAN PARK, March 5.—Among 
the building improvements certain to 
be made at the beach in the very near 
future is that of a new recreation pier 
at the foot of Marine street. The last 
of the old wooden pier was torn out 
a few weeks ago so that there might 
be no damage done to the auditorium 
through the battering of the old piles 
seas washed the structure 


After the second 
the destructive opéfations of the teredo 
or shipworm, the piles are found to be 
burrowed so deeply that there is not 
sufficient: strength remaining to make 
the pier safe for any purpose: Tim- 
bers that have been treated to a coat 
of asphait and concrete before being 
driven last longer, but finally they fall 
victim to the teredo. 

The Venice and Hollister- avenue 
piers are protected in a novel way and 
the firmness with which they are 
standing is proof that the experiment 
is a success. After the unprotected 
wooden piles were driven they were 
encased in solid jackets of concrete. 
This covering prevents the worms 
from entering and eating away the 
wood, and the method would seem to 
be . ot effective quarantine against the 


The new pier at Marine street is to 
be made after this pattern or the piles 
will be of reinforced concrete. The 
directors of the bath-house and audi- 
torium corporations are discussing the 
matter and will reach some decision 
at an early meeting. Aside from being 
a pleasure pier, the new structure is 
necessary for the successful operation 
of the bath-house, since it is to be the 
carrier of the pipe that is to bring 
salt water from the sea to the plunges.
